Action taken by the Legislature 
last June authorized the licensing 
of vocational nurses on completion 
of a specifically detailed training 
program of 12 months, five of which 
were to be spent in schools giving 
academic training and seven to 
be spent in actual work experience 
in recognized hospitals. 
At its last meeting the board of 
trustees of Marin junior college dis­ 
trict decided to start such a train­ 
ing program with the spring semes­ 
ter which will open on February 4. 
Student nurses who enroll for in­ 
struction by that date will have 
completed their academic work by 
midsummer and wül then be elig­ 
ible to enter on the hospital phase 
of instruction at any of the three 
general hospitals. On conclusion of 
the year of training a state ex­ 
amination will be required, and suc­ 
cessful candidates will then be as­ 
sured of employment at standard 
rates of pay in local hospitals or 
may engage in home nursing if 
they prefer. 
Each of the collaborating hos­ 
pitals has agreed to accept the basic 
training program as set up by the 
Legislature and as carried out by 
the College of Marin, and each hos­ 
pital is willing to carry on the hos­ 
pital phase of instruction supervised 
by the' college. During the seven 
months of hospital education stu­ 
dent nurses will be given a stipend 
adequate to pay for uniforms and 
to cover incidental expenses, and on 
completion of the program the hos- , 
pitals agree to employ a consid­ 
erable number of vocational nurses 
to supplement their staffs and to 
work writh the registered nurses in 
their employ. 
Training policies and educational 
programs to be followed have been 
set up on the recommendation of . 
the California League of Nursing 
Education. Object of the new pro­ 
gram is to make available a larger 
number of nurses qualified to as­ 
sume hospital and home nursing 
responsibilities and to relieve th# 
preset acute shortage of nursing 
personnel.

Korea Assembly Rejects 
Popular President Vote 


PUSAN, Korea (rfV-The Republic 
of Korea National Assembly today 
rejected, 143-19, a move for popu­ 
lar election of the president ahd 
creation of a two-house legislature. 


The change was urged by Presi­ 
dent Sgynman Rhee. 


The assembly, South Korea’s only 
national legislative body, elects the 
president. It will vote on the presi­ 
dency again in May. 


The British themselves make it 
impossible for the United States to 
be generous with our friend and 
ally. Their atomic security is too 
loose and faulty. 
American officials who should 
know say British security has not 
been improved much or any since 
Dr. Klaus Fuchs was blabbing the 
secret of American atomic weapon 
achievements and future programs 
to the Russians. The doctor helped 
make the bombs and watched the 
first explosion. 
Fuchs was arrested by British au­ 
thorities on information furnished 
by the FBI on Feb. 3, 1950. Two of 
his American espionage agents have 
been sentenced to death in New 
York, two to 30 years in prison, 
three to lesser terms. 
Fuchs was a German who became 
a British subject after fleeing Hit­ 
ler and rose to be top British atomic 
scientist. By 1941 the British knew 
Fuchs was listed by the Germans 
as a Communist. The British did 
nothing about that. They did not 
even inform United States authori­ 
ties. 
When the United States, Great 
Britain, and Canada pooled their 
wartime 
resources 
to 
make 
an 
atomic bomb, Fuchs was top scien­ 
tist of the British contribution. He 
came here in 1943 and remained 
until 1946 as Britain’s chief repre­ 
sentative, with constant access to 
top atomic secrets. The Russians 
now have the bomb and Fuchs told 


tftem how to make it. There migxt 
not be any cold war but for that. * 
American security officials say 
British security still Is so loose that 
another Fuchs might come here to 
do it aT over again. It Ls not likely 
that tha Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion would accept without other en­ 
dorsement the security clearance of 
a British scientist at this time.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
People Must Tell Trustees 
Feelings On School Costs 


“California public schools^ are expensive to 
fcuSd—but most of them are “custom deluxe“ 
plants unequalled a n y w h e r e else in the 
country.” 
That's the consensus of educators, legislators, 
ar^'iteets, builders and school planners inter­ 
viewed by James C. Anderson, United Press 
capita! correspondent in Sacramento. 
The issue of school costs is a “hot” one in 
Sacramento these days since the $250,000,000 
state-wide school bond issue voted by the 
people a couple of years ago is now gone and 
the need for more school facilities is as great as 
ever. 
It has long seemed to us that the need for an 
austerity program in school construction is in­ 
disputable. Now, Anderson reports, several 
legislators and school architects he interviewed 
feel “there are too many ‘extras* going into 
school plants today.” 
Some lawmakers Anderson talked with ex­ 
pressed the view that “it was the intent of the 
legislature and the people when the bond issue 
was passed to build as many classrooms as 
possible and eliminate double and triple shifts 
in the state’s elementary schools.” 
To see how* well (or how poorly) this intent 
has been carried out right here in Marin county 
all you have to do is to .take a look at the 
number of cxperaive teachers* rooms, 
“all- 
purpose” rooms, etc, which have been built 
here. 


Not long ago in this space we emphasized the 
responsibility of our elected school trustees to 
see that the taxpayers’ dollars they spend buy 
the greatest amount of school capacity possible 
—in view of the steadily increasing school en­ 
rollments we face in the years ahead. 
Some of the legislators and school architects 
Anderson talked with apparently readied the 
same conclusion. 
“They lay the blame (for the excessive school 
costs) on local school boards, many of which 
didn't stint on their building program lince 
the money wasn't coming out of their own dis­ 
trict and on educators who long ago discarded 
the “little red schoolhouse” and went in for 
such innovations as audiovisual aids, multi­ 
purpose rooms, controlled lighting, extensive 
sound-proofing, and radiant heat,** Anderson 
wrote in a U.P. dispatch printed the other day 
in many newspapers throughout the state, in- 
duding this one. 
We doubt if anyone in Marin county would 
argue that these “innovations” are undesirable, 
but the question is—with mountainous ex­ 
penditures facing us to provide adequate class­ 
room space in the next few years—can we afford 
them? 
The will of a majority of our citizens, tax­ 
payers and parents certainly should prevail. 
It is up to all of us to make that “will” 
known—and it is equally the responsibility of 
school trustees to try to determine that will. 


WE SEE BY THE PAPERS 


Need For Divided Highways Is 
Urgent Throughout California 
If California expects to complete its highway 
program and continue to attract tourists from all 
parts of the nation it must soon take definite steps 
to provide three billion dollars required to correct 
its road deficiencies. There are two programs avail­ 
able to provide the necessary funds. One is to vote * 
bonds, the other is to increase gasoline taxes. The 
bond issue would make ample funds available im­ 
mediately, the other would merely step up opera­ 
tions, but not fast enough to complete the job in 
time. 
Under either plan the motorists will be called 
upon to pay more taxes. The proposed bond issue 
would be redeemed through an increased gas tax of 
two or three cents per gallon. It would require the 
tame tax to provide seventy to eighty million dollars 
to expedite the highway program. It now becomes 
a matter of judgment which plan will be approved. 
It is apparent to every car owner that something 
drastic must be undertaken immediately to ease the 
traffic congestion and make for safe motoring. 
The four lane divided roadbed has proved far 
safer than the four lane roads which parallel each 
ether. Any extension of highways must be based on 


safety and convenience and when possible stress 
should be given to safety. We now realize that even 
four lane roads are inadequate in centers of popula­ 
tion and that further expansions are needed. 
With half a billion motor vehicles pounding our 
roads at speeds undreamed of a short time ago, 
there is urgent need not only for divided highways, 
but entirely new roads to serve the public. The con­ 
gestion on Highway 40 proves beyond all doubt that 
further relief is needed. We are killing and maim­ 
ing too many people along that route for compla­ 
cent thinking or planning. And what is true of 
Highway 40 is true in many other localities around 
San Francisco Bay and other centers of population. 
The only way to arouse enough public opinion to 
secure prompt action and new highways is to keep 
the subject before people in all its ghastly char­ 
acteristics . No one likes to keep harping about our 
deficiencies, but the situation is so grave and 
dangerous it demands constant attention and the 
kind of agitation that gets action. It is high time 
for every motorist to consider the means available 
and to start hollering for relief. It will not be easy 
to secure an endorsement of a bond issue, but that 
is apparently the only hope of securing enough 
highway construction to make motoring safe in 
.California—-Vallejo Times-Herald.

Actually, the real eyil behind 
doing homework for children often 
has been overlooked. 
Moralists have attacked it on the 
grounds that a child should do 
his own homework, and not palm 
it off on his parents. 

But I sus­ 
pect the frgument often is used 
by people who can’t do the home­ 
work, and therefore hide behind 
their morality. 
I think a more honest approach 
is this: to do a child’s homework 
tears down the final shred of re­ 
spect for his parents’ ability.

The 
bond issue would make ample funds available im­ 
mediately, the other would merely step up opera­ 
tions, but not fast enough to complete the job in 
t-lma».

places and perform their duties in 
a grown-up democracy later. They 
are learning to enjoy learning for 
Its own sake. And they are being 
stimulated In their classrooms to 
extend their studies outside of 
school. Subjects they bring up 
for discussion at home are of a 
variety and scope amazing to one 
who remembers the limitations of 
the education of a generation ago. 
Directly responsible, of course, 
for this happy situation is a staff 
of highly qualified teachers and 
an outstanding principal. But we 
need no expert training to know 
that regardless of teachers and 
principal, none of this would be 
possible without the encourage­ 
ment and guidance of a highly 
qualified and outstanding Superin­ 
tendent, and a hard-working, de­ 
voted Board of Trustees with the 
best interests of the children up­ 
permost in their minds. It is they, 
after all, who select the school per­ 
sonnel and who have to stretch the 
budget to provide maximum bene­ 
fits for the children. 
As to the building and equip­ 
ment of the school^, can’t we leave 
that to the Trustees and the Su­ 
perintendent? They have the ad­ 
vantage of experience and the ad­ 
vice of experts in the field. We 
are long past the, days when a 
town meeting was called to decide 
the smallest problem of govern­ 
ment. We have a representative 
form of government, which means 
that we elect officials we can trust 
to act as our agents. If we then 
stand looking over their shoulders, 
haggling over the smallest details 
and arguing over each single item 
of policy, we will not only inter­ 
fere with the efficient perform­ 
ance of their duties, but we will 
find it increasingly difficult to find 
capable people, willing to repre­ 
sent us. This is not to say that 
a school board or any other body 
of government should not be re­ 
sponsive to the wishes of the 
people, but they should be allow­ 
ed to exercise their best judg­ 
ment without unreasonable inter­ 
ference, in the Interests of ef­ 
ficiency. That is the purpose for 
which they are elected. 
While this controversy has been 
most distressing to us “satisled 
parents” it may have one very 


wholesome effect. It reminds ua 
that we cannot afford to be com­ 
placent. It shows us that what 
has happened in other communi­ 
ties in California and throughout 
the country, can also happen here: 
a very small, but very vocal minor­ 
ity can ruin our schools and drive 
away our fine administrators and 
teachers, unless we are constantly 
alert. 
On behalf of all the other “satis­ 
fied parents” in the district, my 
thanks to Dr. Horn for his warn­ 
ing. We all deplore the attack» 
on our school administration. Lai's 
not deplore them silently. As a 
positive approach, let’s tell our 
administration that we are solidly 
behind them. And let’s serve no­ 
tice to the dissident minority that 
we do not intend to let them des­ 
troy pur schools.

The question of what effect the 
present w i n t e r storms, already 
widely publicized aa the hardest 
xinoe 1*90, are h&ving on the mute’s 
deer population, undoubtedly will be 
one of the principal topics when the 
Fish and Game Commission meets 
In Los Angeles next week. 
There seems little doubt that the 
winter kill In the herds mill be the 
heaviest known in decades. That, of 
course, will provide opponents of j 
the hunters* choice deer seasons | 
wonderful ammunition for a re­ 
newed assault cm the idea in Los 
Angeles. 
And, my guess is that the Fish 
and Game department will not even 
propose that the hunters’ choice 
seasons be adop­ 
ted this y e a r , 
even if the issue 
is not a l r e a d y 
killed.

GOOD OPPORTUNITY 
But the present heavy winter of­ 
fers s wonderful opportunity to 
study the effects of exceptionally 
heavy pressure <m a deer herd, and 
their ability to bounce back after­ 
ward. It would be a shame to cloud 
the issue with a general doe hunt­ 
ing season, even if for only three 
days at the end of the regular buck 
season. 
There are two previous periods in 
California 
history where excep­ 
tionally heavy deer kills occurred 
and the herds bounced back. One 
was the winter of 1890, which re­ 
duced, the herds to probably the 
lowest level in the state's history. 
Afterwards 
with 
disregard 
of 
game laws almost universal and 
every deer hunted almost the year 
around, the herds still managed to 
come back. 
I9S4 PEAK 
Later in 1924, with the deer herds 
st all-time peaks, up until that 
I time, the foot and mouth scourge 
struck the state and resulted in the 
slaughter of hundreds of thousands 
of deer to stop the disease, which 
destroys deer and antelope as well 
as cattle and sheep. 
At that time, however, game laws 
were pretty well established and 


be put back in the moth balls right 
then. 


I do not hold that view became 
of belief the public pressure would 
be too strong to put the idea across.

I do not have at hand figures for 
totals in the state on either of the 
two great deer loss years. 
JAWBONE REPORT 
However, the pressure that a deer 
herd can bear and still recover, is 
well illustrated in the report cm the 
jawbone deer herd issued by the 
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Fish and Game department this 
winter. 
The jawbone herd ranges In the 
Stanislaus National Forest, winter­ 
ing in the Clavey and Cherry River 
drainage areas east of Jawbone 
Ridge and summering 
generally 
west of Strawberry Lake in the back 
country of Yosemite National Park. 
The report was made by Dr s. A. 
Starker 
Leopold, 
Thane 
Riney, 
Randal McCain and Lloyd Tevis, 
Jr., all of the University of Cali­ 
fornia. after three yean of study 
of the herd. 
ANTLERLESS HUNTING 
The study was most complete as 
regards a single average deer herd 
in the state and from it Leopold 
concluded that “the current kill 
could be tripled without reducing 
the average size of the herd. To do 
so would require shooting 
ant*rless deer as well as 
bucks.” 
In regard to the 1924-26 slaughter 
to eradicate the-foot and mouth di­ 
sease, the report carries the follow­ 
ing paragraph: 
“The official total figure of deer 
killed was given as 22,214, of which 
2.279, or about 10 percent, were said 
to have been infected with the foot 
and mouth virus. Some of the men 
who assisted in the killing are of 
the opinion that the actual kiU was 
considerably greater. 
ONE KILLED 906 
Jim Bonds, interviewed in Coul- 
tervUle in July, 1949, claims to have 
killed over 900 deer himself during 
the campaign, and he expressed the 
opinion that the total kill was in 
excess of 40,000. Lester Kimball of 
Camp Sunshine, another of the 
hunters, believes the kill was at 
least 27,000-28,000. 
Apparently everyone was sur­ 
prised at the large numbers of deer 
killed, since the official estimate of 
the deer population in the whole 
Stanislaus forest was only 10.000 be­ 
fore the hunting commenced. 
Subsequent * population 
figures 
were revised upward and the forest 
record* Indicate an estimated 15.000 
deer remained on the forest after 
the slaughter." 
BACK IN 11 YEARS 
But within 10 yours the herds on 
the Stanislaus, which includes the 
Jawbone herd, had built bade to 
where they were as great or greater 
than before the foot and mouth di­ 
sease campaign. 
“Thus it was demonstrated," Leo­ 
pold writes, “that on suitable range 
these deer could withstand tre­ 
mendous hunting pressure without 
suppressing 
the 
population 
for 
long.” 
UJB. Forest Ranger Weldon Park­ 
er reported in the Lassen National 
Forest on Wednesday that some 40,- 
000 deer and antelope there were 
without range, and probably many 
would not survive until relief could 
arrive. 
That is in the Lassen-Washoe 
herd winter area where over popu­ 
lation already has reduced the win­ 
ter range to very poor condition. 
Even should it be possible to get 
feed in to the snowbound animals it 
is doubtful many will survive since 
it is history of deer management 
that supplementary feeds, no mat­ 
ter how good or plentiful, will not 
take the place of natural forage for 
deer.

CALIFORNIA OUTDOORS 
Commission Studies Winter's 
Effect On Deer Population

The question of what effect the 
present w i n t e r storms, already 
widely publicized as the hardest 
since 1190, are having on the state’s 
deer population, undoubtedly will be 
one of the principal topics when the 
Pish and Game Commission meets 
in Los Angeles next week. 


There seems little doubt that the 
winter kill In the herds will be the 
heaviest known in decades. That, of 
course, will provide opponents of 
the hunters’ choice deer seasons 
wonderful ammunition for a re­ 
newed assault on the idea in Los 
Angeles.

GOOD OPPORTUNITY 
But the present heavy winter of­ 
fers a wonderful opportunity to 
study the effects of exceptionally 
heavy pressure on a deer herd, and 
their ability to bounce back after­ 
ward.

Later in 1924, with the deer herds 
at all-time peaks, up until that 
time, the foot and mouth scourge 
struck the state and resulted in the 
slaughter of hundreds of thousands 
of deer to1 stop the disease, which 
destroys deer and antelope as well 
as cattle and sheep. 
At that time, however, game laws 
were pretty well established and 
the decimated deer herds protected

JAWBONE REPORT 
However, the pressure that a deer 
herd can bear and still recover, is 
well illustrated in the report on the 
jawbone deer herd issued by the 
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Fish and Game department this 
winter. 
The jawbone herd ranges in the 
Stanislaus National Forest, winter 
tng in the Clavey and Cherry River 
drainage areas east of Jawbone 
Ridge and summering generally 
west of Strawberry Lake in the back 
country of Yosemite National Park. 
The report was made by Drs. A. 
Starker 
Leopold, 
Thane 
Rincy, 
Randal McCain and Lloyd Tevis, 
Jr., all of the University of Cali­ 
fornia, after three years of study 
of the herd. 
* 
ANTLERLESS HUNTING 
The study was most complete as 
regards a single average deer herd 
in the state and from it Leopold 
concluded that “the current kill 
could be tripled without reducing 
the average size of the herd. To do 
so would require shooting some 
anterless deer as well as more 
bucks.’* 
In regard to the 1924-21 slaughter 
to eradicate the-foot and mouth di­ 
sease, the report carries the follow­ 
ing paragraph: 
“The official total figure of deer 
killed was given as 22,214, of which 
2,279, or about 10 percent, were said 
to have been infected with the foot 
and mouth virus. Some of the men 
who assisted in the killing are of 
the opinion that the actual kill was 
considerably greater.. 
ONE KILLED 900 
Jim Bonds, interviewed in Coul- 
tervtlle in July, 1949, claims to have 
killed over 900 deer himself during 
the campaign, and he expressed the 
opinion that the total kill was in 
excess of 40,000. Lester Kimball of 
Camp Sunshine, another of the 
hunters, believes the kill was at 
least 27,000-28,000. 
Apparently everyone was sur­ 
prised at the large numbers of deer 
killed, since the official estimate of 
the deer population in the «‘hole 
Stanislaus forest was only 10.000 be­ 
fore the hunting commenced. 
Subsequent 
population 
figures 
were revised upward and the forest 
records indicate an estimated 15.000 
deer remained on the forest after 
the «laughter." 
BACK IN 1A YEARS 
But within 10 years the herds on 
the Stanislaus, which includes the 
Jawbone herd, had built back to 
where they were as great or greater 
¡ than before the foot and mouth di- 
' sease campaign. 
“Thus it was demonstrated,” Leo­ 
pold writes, “that on suitable range 
these deer could withstand tre­ 
mendous hunting pressure without 
suppressing 
the 
population 
for 
long." 
UB. Forest Ranger Weldon Park­ 
er reported In the Lassen National 
Forest on Wednesday that some 40,- 
000 deer and antelope there were 
without range, and probably many 
would not survive until relief could 
arrive. 
That is in the Lassen-Washoe 
herd winter area where over popu­ 
lation already has reduced the win­ 
ter range to very poor condition. 
Even should it be possible to get 
feed in to the snowbound animals It 
is doubtful many will survive since 
it Is history of deer management 
that supplementary feeds, no mat­ 
ter how good or plentiful, will not 
take the place of natural forage for 
deer.

Reported At Campaign Meeting 


Lengthy is the waiting list of 
blind people who need seeing eye 
dogs. Mrs. Walter S. Heller, form­ 
er president of Guide Dogs for the 
Blind Inc. and now a vice president, 
in her talk Tuesday at the mem­ 
bership committee tea at “Maple 
Lawn,” San Rafael home of Miss 
Louise Boyd, said the 1102 program 
calls for training of 60 dogs and 
masters. Last year 49 blind people 
were graduated. 
But even with the speeded-up 
program the school now cannot ful­ 
fill all the demands made on it, 
Mrs. Heller explained, because its 
services are available to people in 
the 11 western 
states, 
in 
the« 
states, according 
to 
authorities, 
about 3,600 blind persons could use 
guide dogs to become wholly or par­ 
tially self supporting 
Guide Dogs for the Blind con­ 
ducts the only school west of the 
Mississippi accredited by the Vet­ 
erans Administration to train blind 
ex-servicemen in Using 
dogs 
as 
guides. 
Blind ex-servicemen east 
of the Mississippi take their train­ 
ing at Morristown, tf. J. 
The officer said preference is giv­ 
en in the following order: first, 
blind veterans; second, blind per­ 
sons who have previously had guide 
dogs and require replacements (the 
average working life of a guide dog 
is eight years); third, blind per­ 
sons who need guide dogs to assist 
them in earning their living. 
REPLACEMENTS 
Providing replacements is one of 
the most important phases of the 
program. Mrs. Heller pointed out, 
because a blind person who has lost 
his or hef guide dog, is practically 


helpless aa former activit'es are 
bnposaBile. 
The speaker told of a bljnd wo­ 
man, who returned to the school 
last year and received training with 
a guide dog to replace the one she 
had lost. This woman is a highly 
valuable worker among the blind. 
She has educated many other blind 
women how to cook and maintain 
their homes well in spite of their 
physical handicaps. 
Groceries are 
marked in Braille and cooking and 
other household equipment Is placed 
so there is no time lost “hunting.” 
Mrs, Maurice Gale of Belvedere, 
alio a vice president of Guide Doga 
for the Blind, explained the opera­ 
tion of the organization which is 
supported by contributions chiefly 
in the form of annual membdhhlps 
from individuals, service groups and 
business. These funds are raised by 
volunteer 
committees. 
The 
1952 
quota for the San Francisco Bay 
Area is $70,000. 
The cfrganization breeds, raises 
and trains most of the guide dogs. 
An animal is given three months 
Intensive training and an additional 
month is required to teach the blind 
person to work with his dog so that 
both become members of an effec­ 
tive man-dog unit. 
During this 
*lnal month, the *blind students live 
at the training school which is on 
the outskirts of San Rafael. 
No charge is made to the blind, 
either for the guide dogs or for the 
person’s four weeks training at the 
school. 
Hie cost to the organiza­ 
tion is approximately $1,500 for a 
man-dog unit. 
When classes are 
in training, a cook and a maid are 
on duty in addition to the trainers,

At Campaign Meeting 


Lengthy is the waiting list of 
blind people who need seeing eye 
dogs. Mrs. Walter S. Heller, form­ 
er president of Guide Dogs for the 
Blind Inc. and now a vice president, 
in her talk Tuesday at the mem­ 
bership committee tea at "Maple 
Lawn/’ San Rafael home of Miss 
Louise Boyd, said the 1952 program 
calls for training of 65 dogs and 
masters. Last year 49 blind people 
were graduated. 
But even with the speeded-up 
program the school now cannot ful­ 
fill all the demands made on it, 
Mrs. Heller explained, because its 
services are available to people in 
the II western 
states. 
In 
these 
states, according 
to 
authorities, 
about 3,600 blind persons could use 
guide dogs to become wholly or par­ 
tially self supporting. 
Guide Dogs for the Blind con­ 
ducts the only school west of the 
Mississippi accredited by the Vet­ 
erans Administration to train blind 
ex-servicemen in tising 
dogs 
as 
guides. 
Blind ex-servicemen east 
of the Mississippi take their train­ 
ing at Morristown, U. J. 
The officer said preference is giv­ 
en in the following order: first, 
blind veterans; second, blind per­ 
sons who have previously had guide 
dogs and require replacements (the 
average working life of a guide dog 
is eight years); third, blind per­ 
sons who need guide dogs to assist 
them in earning their living. 
. REPLACEMENTS 
Providing replacements is one of 
the most important phases of the 
program, Mrs. Heller pointed out, 
because a blind person who has lost 
his or her guide dog, is practically 


helpless as former activities are 
impossible. 
The speaker told of a bljnd wo­ 
man, who returned to the school 
last year and received training with 
a guide dog to replace the one she 
had lost. This woman Is a highly 
valuable worker among the blind. 
She has educated many other blind 
women how to cook and maintain 
their homes well in spite of their 
physical handicaps. 
Groceries are 
marked In Braille and cooking and 
other household equipment is placed 
so there is no time lost “hunting.” 
Mrs. Maurice Gale of Belvedere, 
also a vice president of Guide Dogs 
for the Blind, explained the opera­ 
tion of the organization which is 
supported by contributions chiefly 
in the form of annual memberships 
from individuals, service groups and 
business. These funds are raised by 
volunteer 
committees. 
The 
1952 
quota for the San Francisco Bay 
Area is $70,000. 
The (frganization breeds, raises 
and trains most of the guide dogs. 
An animal is given three months 
intensive training and an additional 
month is required to teach the blind 
person to work with his dog so that 
both become members of an effec­ 
tive man-dog unit. 
During this 
final month, the Ijlind students live 
at the training school which is on 
the outskirts of San Rafael. 
No charge is made to the blind, 
either for the guide dogs or for the 
person’s four weeks training at the 
school. The cost to the organiza­ 
tion is approximately $1,500 for a 
man-dog unit. 
When classes are 
in training, a cook and a maid are 
on duty in addition to the trainers,

If left 
to the stomach long enough, it may 
block off the normal pathway for 
food, so that the person is com­ 
pletely unable to digest the food 
eaten. A hair ball may even cause 
the stomach wail to waste away. 
IN YOUNG G IRLS 
Hair swallowing is not too un­ 
common to young girls, usually 
those of a nervous temperament.

girl had been exposed for days. 
Her folks would have kept her at 
home had they been told.

school nurse knew of her allergies, 
but no word nad been sent to her 
parents. I call that criminal negli­ 
gence.

We parents have no choice about 
sending our little ones to school 
If we don’t well be arrested and 
fined or sent to Jail. Our young­ 
sters have no choice in the matter 
either. 
If they refuse to go to 
school they’ll be arrested and put 
away for a while. School is com­ 
pulsory.

Children may eat the fuzz from 
blankets, which also forms bezoars 
In the stomach. Occasionally, per­ 
sons consume shellac and starch 
along with hair, causing the same 
symptoms, only more severe. 
Of course, swallowing a few hairs 
by accident is not dangerous. The 
stomach disorders come when the 
habit is repeated for some time. 
May cases of stomach distre&s in 
young girls, which have pulled 
doctors, have been found to be due 
to bezoars from the hair-swallowing 
habit.
